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Board Tells Archi tect to Adverti se School Bi ds 


Pottsgrove Taxpayers Lawsuit Is Ignored

Despite a pending lawsuit aimed at blocking 
construction, members of the Pottsgrove School 
Board authorized an architect to advertise for bids 
for that very thing—construction of a $3.9 million 
intermediate school. 
Action on the matter came by way of a split 
5 to 1 vote at a special meeting of the school board 
in the cafeteria of Pottsgrove High School Thursday 
night. 
The special session was called to order at 9:30 
p.m., just minutes after the close of a conference 


between the school board and members of the Potts­ 
grove School Authority. 
And the tone of the motion left the time for the 
advertisement, and the date for bid openings, in 
the hands of the architect. 
Architect for the building is Buchard Associates, 
an engineering firm with headquarters in Lancaster 
and York. Nelson McCloskey, chief architect for 
the firm, is handling the Pottsgrove project. 
He said Friday he has no idea when he will be 
in a position to piace the advertisements. 
“ We have the plans and specifications all pre­ 
pared,” he explained, “ but we won’t be able to 
advertise for bids until we confer with our attorneys 


to see if the way is clear legally.” 
McCloskey’s hesitation and desire for legal r-d- 
vice stems from a suit filed by the Pottsgrove Tax­ 
payers Association in Montgomery County Court 
asking that the project be voided. 
But school directors have no such hesitation. 
They were advised it’s perfectly legal to adver­ 
tise for bids, to accept and open them, and to 
award contracts for construction of the school 
building, despite the suit. 
“ The only way the pending suit will stop us,” 
said Dr. Jacob Dailey, superintendent of Pottsgrove 
schools, “ is in floating the bond issue necessary 
to finance construction.” 


Thus, he said, “ while construction can’t get un­ 
derway until the taxpayers’ suit is resolved, we can 
take care of the preliminaries.” 
The $3.9 million figure is only an architect’s 
estimate on cost of construction. Only when bids 
are opened will officials know for sure precisely 
what the building will cost. 
And the $3.9 million includes a highly doubtful 
factor—a separate annex to the building for a swim­ 
ming pool. 
Dr. Dailey said the estimate hasn’t been broken 
down to reflect what it would be without the pool. 
“ That figure includes the pool and the annex,”

Power Cut 


A short, but severe, electrical 
storm rocked the Pottstown 
area for nearly two hours 
Friday evening, striking one 
house and knocking out power 
service to nearly 1,000 homes 
in East Coventry. 
A Philadelphia Electric Co. 
spokesman said the lightning 
struck

ship at 5:43 p.m. 
Nearly 
1,000 homes in a 
vicinity bordered by Route 100 
on the east, Sanatoga Road on 
the west, Cedarville Road on 
the north and Pughtown Road 
on the south were without 
electricity for more than an 
hour. 
He said many customers had 
power restored by 6:45 p.m. as 
work crews were sent to the 
area immediately. Some homes 
remained without service until 
as late as 7:15 p.m. when the 
crew finished repairs. 


STRIKES ROOF 
Lightning also struck the roof 
of a home belonging to Vincent 
D. Elliot, 35 W. 8th St. shortly 
before 6 p.m. 
Apparatus from Philadelphia 
Steam and North End Fire 
Companies responded to the 
scene at 5:56 p.m., but returned 
to the fire house by 6:15 when 
no fire or damage was found. 
Although the thunder and 
lightning was short-lived, the 
rain continued for nearly two 
hours, depositing nearly one- 
half inch of rain on the area, 
ending nearly a month of little 
rain.

Rep. McCloskey 


Plans to Enter 
GOP Pri mari es 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Re­ 
publican Rep. Paul N. Mc­ 
Closkey Jr., said the GOP is 
dying under President Nixon’s 
leadership and announced Fri­ 
day he will enter presidential 
primaries in California, New 
Hampshire and perhaps else­ 
where. 
The 43-year-old Californian, 
who for months has criticized 
Nixon’s program of gradual 
withdrawal of U.S. forces, told a 
new conference that 1972 could 
be a disaster if new voters are 
given no incentive to register as 
Republicans. McCloskey has ad­ 
vocated on immediate bombing 
halt a quick pullout of U. S. 
troops from Vietnam. 
“ I intend here in California to 
form and head a slate of nomi­ 
nees to the Republican National 
Convention of 1972 pledged to 
ending the war conditioned only 
upon return of the prisoners of 
war,” he said Friday. 
“ This will not be a single is­ 
sue campaign. We seek in addi­ 
tion to ending the war to restore 
truth in government, to achieve 
a return to the historical Repub­ 
lican moral commitment on so­ 
cial issues rather than the 
present ‘Southern strategy’ and 
a restoration of judicial excel­ 
lence.” 
A spokesman at the Western 
White House was asked for com­ 
ment and said he had none.

74 Persons Die in Violent Chilean Quake 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - A 
violent earthquake in central 
Chile killed 74 persons, injured 
183, and left thousands home­ 
less, the government announced 
Friday. 
Thousands of others were 
without electricity, drinking wa­ 
ter and telephones. Landslides 
isolated some communities in 
the quake that struck a half 
hour before midnight Thursday. 
Interior Minister Jose Toha 
announced the casualty figures 
in a nationwide radio and televi­ 
sion speech. He called the earth­ 
quake a “ true catastrophe.” Re­ 
ports from Chilean newsmen in 
cities shaken by the quake indi- 


Yablonski Case 
Suspect Pleads 
His Innocence 
WASHINGTON, Pa. (AP) - 
Aubran W. “ Buddy” Martin, a 
slender 
22-year-old 
laborer, 
pleaded innocent Friday to state 
charges that he was one of three 
hired gunmen who murdered 
United Mine Workers insurgent 
Joseph A. “ Jock” Yablonski and 
his wife and daughter. 
Martin was arraigned before 
Washington 
County 
Common 
Pleas Judge Charles G. Sweet, 
in the same modest courtroom 
where 2% weeks ago codefen­ 
dant Claude E. Vealey pleaded 
guilty to the slayings. Vealey 
said he, Martin and Paul E. Gil- 
ly, 37, carried out the murders 
for $5,200 paid them by a man 
he knew only as “ Tony.” 
TIGHT SECURITY 
Security was extraordinarily 
tight. About two dozen heavily- 
armed police and sheriff’s depu­ 
ties lined the halls of the Wash­ 
ington County Courthouse. A 
deputy carrying a sawed-off 
shotgun stood outside the court­ 
room door. 
“ You have heard the specifics 
of several offenses preferred 
against you by the Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania,” Sweet 
said after reading the indict­ 
ment against Martin. “ How say 
you—guilty or not guilty?” 
“ Not guilty,” was Martin’s 
subdued reply. 
“ How will you be tried,” 
Sweet asked. “By a jury,” 
Martin said. 
“ May God give you just deliv­ 
erance,” the judge said. 
There was no immediate indi­ 
cation of when Martin’s trial 
might begin, but his attorneys 
said during the five-minute pro­ 
ceeding that they planned to ask 
for a change of venue. 
The prosecutors earlier indi­ 
cated that they expect Vealey to 
be their key witness. 
Vealey’s assertion that he, 
Martin and Gilly killed the Ya- 
blonskis was in a 15-page state­ 
ment read by an FBI agent aft­ 
er his guilty plea. 
Vealey portrayed Gilly as 
having been the middle-man in 
the slayings, setting them up for 
the man called “ Tony.” Martin 
was brought into the conspiracy 
only two days before the kill­ 
ings, substituting for another 
man who bowed out, Vealey 
said.

cated the final figures could be 
much higher. 
Four central provinces, in 
which about half of Chile’s 9 
million citizens live, were de­ 
clared emergency zones. The 
armed forces assumed tempo­ 
rary control of them. 
President Salvador Allende, 
who went practically without 
sleep after the quake hit, visit­ 
ed the hardest-hit areas in a hel­ 
icopter. 
The 
government said 
the 
earthquake reached an intensity 
of 10 on the Richter Scale in the 
fruit-growing and cattle-raising 
regions of Illapel and Salaman­ 
ca 125 miles north of Santiago, 


the capital. Both cities were se­ 
verely damaged. 
It registered highs of 8-9 in 
Valparaiso, Chile’s second larg­ 
est city and main Pacific ocean 
port, where casualty figures 
were high, and the neighboring 
resort city of Vina del Mar, 
48 miles northwest of Santiago, 
it reported. 
These readings are unusually 
high. The disastrous earthquake 
in Alaska in 1964 was 8.2 on the 
Richter scale. There was specu­ 
lation that the Chilean readings 
were in error. 
Speaking slowly and gravely, 
Toha said 25 persons were killed 
in the quake in the Valparaiso 
area. Reporters there said the 


final death toll might reach 
twice as many. The Roman 
Catholic cathedral was partly 
destroyed and 20-30 per cent of 
the buildings there were dam­ 
aged. Rescue officials in Val­ 
paraiso said the injured may to­ 
tal 300. 
Telephone service and elec­ 
tricity in Valparaiso known for 
its San Francisco-like hills and 
cable cars, were out. Officials 
there and in Vina del Mar 
turned off drinking water to pre­ 
vent further flooding from brok­ 
en mains. 
Thirty per cent of the build­ 
ings in Illapel and Salamanca 
were destroyed or seriously 
damaged, Toha reported. 


That figure reached 75 per 
cent in La Ligua, halfway be­ 
tween Illapel and Santiago, and 
90 per cent in Llay-Llay south of 
La Ligua, he added. Two deaths 
were confirmed in Llay-Llay. 
In Santiago, the entire down­ 
town area was strewn with 
smashed glass and broken ma­ 
sonry. Walls cracked in build­ 
ings, 
window 
panes 
were 
smashed, water lines burst and 
gas mains were cracked. 
The government appealed to 
the nation for donations of 
blood, clothes, blankets and 
food. A request also went out for 
volunteer workers for factories 
that make prefabricated wooden 
shelters.

Last U.S. 


Base Guarding 


DMZ Released 


SAIGON (AP) — The last U.S. 
base guarding the demilitarized 
zone was turned over to South 
Vietnamese troops Friday and 
their commander declared “ we 
are ready” to defend the coun­ 
try’s imperiled northern fron­ 
tier. 
“ Maybe the enemy will in­ 
crease his activity,” said Brig. 
Gen. Vu Van Giai, deputy com­ 
mander of the South 
Viet­ 
namese 1st Infantry Division, “ I 
don’t know for sure. But we are 
ready.” 
While the DMZ changeover 
was under way, other South 
Vietnamese troops pressed their 
new drive into Cambodia, but 
for a second day reported no 
contact with enemy units. 
Saigon headquarters reported 
only that the infantrymen un­ 
covered an arms cache in the 
Parrot’s Beak area of eastern 
Cambodia, 
where 
the 
1,500 
South Vietnamese troops were 
landed 
by 
U.S. 
helicopters 
Thursday. 
In South Vietnam, the almost 
total absence of fighting extend­ 
ed through a third day to pro­ 
vide one of the quietest periods 
of the war. 
About 500 U.S. troops of the 
1st Brigade, 5th Mechanized Di­ 
vision pulled out of Fire Base 
Charlie 2 on a barren hill four 
miles south of the demilitarized 
zone. They were replaced by in­ 
fantrymen of the South Viet­ 
namese 1st Division. 
The Americans left behind 
about 50 U.S. artillerymen and 
technicians to man a battery of 
8-inch guns and monitor radar 
and sensor equipment that de­ 
tects North Vietnamese infiltra­ 
tion. 
The base has been hit by re­ 
peated North Vietnamese rocket 
and mortar attacks. In one 
shelling May 21, a rocket ripped 
through a bunker jammed with 
soldiers, killing 29 and wounding 
33 for the worst toll of the war 
by a single rocket. 
The changeover was the sec­ 
ond in two days. On Thursday, 
U.S. troops relinquished nearby 
Fire Base Alpha 4 to the South 
Vietnamese but also left behind 
a contingent of artillerymen and 
electronics technicians. 
The U.S. withdrawal from 
Charlie 2 completed the north­ 
ern border turnover, that had 
been under way since 1969. It 
handed to the South Vietnamese 
the responsibility to defend the 
country’s most sensitive fron­ 
tier.

NEW YORK (AP) - He had 
played it so many times at the 
funerals of so many others. So 
Friday they sang “When The 
Saints Go Marchin’ In” for 
Louis “ Satchmo” Armstrong. 
Then they buried the greatest of 
all the jazz trumpeters. 
Blind entertainer A1 Hibbler 
sang it, and also “ Nobody 
Knows the Trouble I’ve Seen.” 
And Peggy Lee sang the Lord’s 
Prayer at a funeral service for 
Armstrong in a little church in 
Queens, on a steaming hot day, 
with jet planes thundering their 
way to and from nearby La- 
Guardia Airport. 
“In New Orleans, I played as 
many funerals as I could get,” 
Armstrong once recalled. 


GREAT NAMES 
His own drew some of the 
great names of show business, 
packing the Corona Congrega­ 
tional Church to its 500-seat ca­ 
pacity. Outside, an estimated 
2,000 other mourners stood vigil. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
and his wife were there. So 
were Mayor John V. Lindsay of 
New York and Mayor Moon 


Landrieu of Satchmo’s native 
New Orleans. 
President Nixon was repre­ 
sented by his cultural affairs 
adviser, Leonard Garment, and 
by Willis Conover of the Voice 
of America, who is jazz adviser 
to the Kennedy Center for the 
Performing Arts. 
Honorary pallbearers present 
included entertainers Ella Fitz­ 
gerald, Guy Lombardo and Diz­ 
zy Gillespie, columnist Earl 
Wilson, television personalities 
David Frost and Dick Cavett 
and 
Rockefeller 
and 
Lind­ 
say. 
Band leader Benny Goodman 
came. So did composer Harold 
Arlen and trumpeter Jonah 
Jones and comedienne Jackie 
“ Moms” Mabley who told news­ 
men: 
“ He went out beautifully with 
a smile on his face—the king, 
the king.” 
From rooftops and windows 
neighbors watched the celebri­ 
ties converge on the church. 
Those in the throng outside 
pressed against police barri­ 
cades, trying to reach out and 
touch funeral guests. 


All this posthumous tribute 
centered around a short, stocky 
man who came out of the New 
Orleans tenderloin more than 
half a century ago to reach the 
pinnacle of jazz stardom with 
his golden horn and his scratchy 
voice. 
Armstrong died Tuesday at 
the age of 71 in the Corona 
home he had shared for nearly 
30 years with his fourth wife, 
Lucille. It is four blocks from 
the church where the funeral 
was held. 


TRAVELED WORLD 
In his lifetime, Armstrong 
traveled the world as a repre­ 
sentative of the U.S. State De­ 
partment. In eulogy at the 
church, broadcaster Fred Rob­ 
bins told th" mourners: 
“ He was the greatest ambas­ 
sador of good will our country 
ever had. He spoke to millions 
with his music. He used to say, 
‘A note’s a note in most any lan­ 
guage. If you hit it, they dig 
it.’ ” 
On his 70th birthday, looking 
ahead to the inevitability of his 


own death, the ailing Armstrong 
said of his mourners: 
“ I don’t know if they’re going 
to be sad ... I don’t want no 
part of it. Once I cut out, forget 
it,” 
On the whole, the sadness ap­ 
peared 
tempered 
with warm 
memories of Armstrong. Be­ 
sides his widow, dressed in 
black, accented by a string of 
pearls, 
Armstrong’s 
second 
wife, Lil Hardin, also was there. 
Armstrong's sister, Mrs. Bea­ 
trice Collins, wept throughout 
the 40-minute ceremony and had 
to be assisted from the church 
at its conclusion. 
Armstrong's casket was cov­ 
ered with red roses. It bore a 
gold nameplate, “ Louis Arm­ 
strong.” and beneath that, his' 
nickname “ Satchmo.” 
The church was not air-condi­ 
tioned and the mourners sitting 
in straight-backed pews fanned 
themselves with programs. Two 
women and a little girl, appar­ 
ently members of the church 
congregation, went up and down 
the aisle dispensing cups of cold 
water to the perspiring audi­ 
ence. 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Gov. 
Shapp signed into law Friday an 
act giving full voting rights to 
Pennsylvanians 18 years of age 
and over.

— Allow municipalities and 
school districts to exempt from 
per capita and occupation taxes 
any person whose total income 
is less than $2,000 a year.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government said Friday whole­ 
sale prices climbed moderately 
in June, supplying mildly en­ 
couraging news to the nation’s 
inflation-weary consumers. 
The 
Labor 
Department’s 
wholesale price index rose four- 
tenths of one per cent in June, 
the same as in May, indicating 
the recent sharp rises in con­ 
sumer prices may be decelerat­ 
ing in future months. 
For the Nixon administration, 
the 
June 
increase 
provided 
some encouragement in its fight 
to bring the rising level of price 
increases under control. 
Although the wholesale price 
index isn’t regarded as the best 
measure of inflation in the econ­ 
omy, the industrial commodities 
index that is a part of it is 
viewed as a sensitive indicator. 
And whole prices for indus­ 
trial commodities advanced by 
only two-tenths of one per cent 
in June, down from May’s four- 
tenth of one per cent. 
Adjusted for seasonal influ­ 
ences, the wholesale price pic­ 
ture looked much the same. The 
seasonally adjusted rise for all 
commodities was four-tenths of 
one per cent, up from May’s 
three-tenths of one per cent, 
down from May’s four-tenths of 
one per cent increase.

Natural Instinct

At 
dawn 
o ne mo rning in 187 1, an 
Apache Indian bo y was asleep in his tribal 
mo u ntain 
v illag e 
in 
Iro n 
Mo u ntain, 
Arizo na. Su ddenly the air was rent with 
the shrieks and cries o f a war party o f 
Pimas, o ld enemies o f the Apaches. With 
flaming to rches they , attacked the v illag e 
to ex act a blo o dy to ll fo r y ears o f defeats 
in battle. The dry thatch o f the ho mes 
cau g ht fire like tinder, and the o ccu o ants 
emerg ed into massacre. 
When the bo y awo ke and ran o u t. a 
Pima warrio r decided to take him captiv e 
rather than kill him. He was so ld as a 
slav e to a trav eling pho to g rapher who 
to o k the bo y East where he went to scho o l 
and learned the white man’s way s. He 
wo rked his way thro u g h medical scho o l 
and became a su ccessfu l su rg eo n. 
Then o ne mo rning in Chicag o , the 
Indian, kno wn no w as Dr. Mo ntezu ma, 
disco v ered he had tu bercu lo sis. Fo r any 
patient he wo u ld hav e prescribed a ho s­ 
pital in Pho enix fo r rest and care. 
Bu t 
instead. Dr. Mo ntezu ma trav eled into the 
desert to die. 
With no thing bu t sand, bo u lders and 
cacti aro u nd him, he bu ilt a thatched hu t, 
chang ed his paleface clo thes fo r Indian 
g arments and lay do wn to wait fo r death. 
A m an’s natu ral instinct and training 
has alway s been stro ng er than edu catio n. 
In mo ments o f real crisis he will o ften 
rev ert to his earlier training . A fo reig n- 
bo rn Pro fesso r who speaks Eng lish flu ­ 
ently as well as fo u r o ther lang u ag es, 
when he beco mes ex cited while speaking 
will su ddenly break into German — the 
lang u ag e o f his childho o d. 
Edu catio n 
merely bu ilds u po n the fo u ndatio ns laid 
in a m an’s y o u th. It is his early training 
that has the mo st influ ence o n his life. 
A British Army o fficer had a tig er cu b 
fo r a pet. It respo nded to mo nths o f train­ 
ing and sho wed g reat affectio n fo r the 


o fficer. Bu t o ne day as the cu b lay at his 
feet, it affectio nately licked his hand. 
There was a slig ht abrasio n o n it and the 
tig er tasted blo o d. 
Instantly the tig er 
leaped u p, its ey es blazing with ju ng le 
instinct, 
and 
sav ag ely 
attacked 
the 
o fficer. 
Edu catio n and training hav e their 
limitatio ns. 
To o o ften an edu catio n is 
like an au to mo bile: y o u nev er kno w what 
to do with it when y o u g o to wo rk. 
A' 
small bo y was asked what he intended to 
be when he g rew u p. He replied that he 
hadn’t made u p his mind y et whether to 
be a father o r a mo ther. When he g ro ws 
u p he will find that his po ssibilities are 
mo re limited than he tho u g ht. 
And that is so o ften tru e with edu ca­ 
tio n. 
Criminals are said to be better 
edu cated these day s. 
I su ppo se that 
means the wo rld is g etting better and 
better. 
Edu catio n may chang e so me 
thing s, bu t no t the natu ral instinct o f his 
early training . 
A co lleg e stu dent decided to impro v e 
his stu dies. He g o t a larg e co mfo rtable 
chair, stu dy slippers and a lo u ng ing 
jacket. A bo o k rest was fastened to the 
arm o f the chair to ho ld the bo o k at the 
rig ht ang le befo re his ey es. A special 
lamp was installed with ey eshade, pen­ 
cils, paper, and rev o lv ing bo o kcase. 
After the ev ening meal, he wo u ld co me 
in, pu t o n the jacket and slippers, adju st 
the stu dy lamp, pu t his bo o k o n the. bo o k 
rest, recline in the co mfo rtable chair with 
his ey eshade o v er his ey es, and when 
ev ery thing was perfectly adju sted, he 
wo u ld g o to sleep. 
All the edu catio n and training in the 
wo rld canno t help the man who ha,«< 
started wro ng . When a mart cho o ses the 
beg inning o f a ro ad, he cho o ses also the 
place it leads to . 


Freedoms Debt 


Man's qu est fo r perso nal freedo ms has 
fo llo wed a lo ng and to rtu o u s trail. The 
end o f that trail nev er will be reached, if 
freedo ms o nce g ained are no t to be lo st. 
One o f the mo mento u s milesto nes o f 
that qu est was reached in Ju ne mo re than 
sev en and a half centu ries ag o . It was in 
1215 that the knig hts and baro ns o f Eng ­ 
land fo rced King Jo hn to sig n the Mag na 
Carta. That do cu ment co ntained 48 de­ 
mands, so me o f them pecu liar to that 
perio d in histo ry bu t many o f them the 
o rig in o f written g u arantees handed do wn 
tv er the centu ries in the Western demo - 
Iracies. 


The Worry Clinic 


Many o f the Mag na Carta's g u aran­ 
tees had been g ranted by King Henry in 
1100, bu t su bsequ ent king s rev ersed his 
po licy . It was o nly when King Jo hn pu t 
his sig natu re to the g reat do cu ment that 
its pro v isio ns became firmly entrenched 
as the rig hts o f men. 
Mo re than fiv e hu ndred y ears passed 
after that epic ev ent befo re the Ameri­ 
can Declaratio n o f Independence mo re 
firmly established the rig hts and liberties 
o f all men. Bu t the free peo ples o f all 
lands, whatev er their present differences, 
o we mu ch to tho se who to o k the histo ric 
step in 1215.

Homemade clothes 
stretch the dollar

The diminishing dollar has housewives in a tizzy, strug­ 
gling to fill the needs of her family. 
Each week the shopping cart holds less food or the 
contents cost more. Since food is a basic requirement, it’s 
a little hard to realize savings there; though do-it-yourself 
cooking will shave some of the cost. 
The sewing machine promises greater savings, even 
though fabrics and findings have escalating prices too. Still, 
since the seamstress doesn’t count the cost of her 'ubor, it’s 
possible to make a wardrobe for about one third the price 
of ready-to-wear garments. 
Sewing is a very rewarding hobby. It fills the desire 
to be creative, a basic attribute of every woman; provides 
a distinctive wardrobe and saves money. What could be more 
satisfying than to take a few pieces of tissue paper pattern 
and a flat piece of fabric, and, with a little cutting, pin­ 
ning and stitching, turn out a stylish and becoming outfit. 
Of course, that’s an over simplification of the craft, as 
any seamstress knows. But, with today’s printed patterns, 
each seam marked so the pieces go together with ease, 
even the beginning sewer can turn out a praiseworthy gar­ 
ment. The secret is to transfer every dash and dot from 
tissue to material and follow them with great accuracy. 
This is especially true of the new flared skirts. 
The fit, flow and fashion of a garment begin on the cut­ 
ting board. Only when the warp and woof threads of the 
fabric run straight and at right angles to each other will 
the finished dress or coat look like the sketch on the pattern 
envelope. It is absolutely essential to have that line marked 
“ straight of goods” on a thread running straight up and 
down or across—so straighten the fabric before cutting, 
press it, if necessary, and do press the creases from the pat­ 
tern. Just a little deviation will throw the garment off line. 
Mark center front and center back with long basting stitches 
and with the first trying-on any corrections needed will be 
noticeable. 


W ELL EQUIPPED SEWING BASKET 
Beginners should acquire a well equipped sewing basket 
even before choosing a pattern. A pair of scissors with points 
that snip sharply is absolutely necessary. Two pin cushions, 
a large one for the cutting board and a small one on an 
elastic waistband will eliminate the temptation to hold pins 
in the mouth—a dangerous but common practice. Plastic 
headed long pins are great for pinning the pattern to the 
fabric, they don’t tear out; and for pinning seams, they 
hold the line and are easy to remove when stitching. 
Tracing wheel and paper, dark for light material and 
white for dark material, make transfer of pattern markings 
a breeze. Darning cotton in different colors marks the dif­ 
ferent size perforations and is more apt to cling to the 
material than sewing thread. Choose a tape measure that 
won’t stretch. Seam ripper, hem gauge, sharp needles of 
different lengths and a thimble complete the tools. 
Sewing tools, like any others, should be kept in good 
condition. Dull scissors, crooked pins, a blunted needle and 
stretched tape measure can create a nightmare. 
Choosing a pattern should be done with a jaundiced eye. 
Every figure fault and good point should be in mind while 
leafing through the pattern books. There are tricks of 
seaming that will minimize the large figure and build up 
the small one. Round shouldered women shouldn’t wear 
yokes or high round necklines and roll collars do nothing 
for those with short necks. Those with long necks shouldn’t 
wear plunging necklines and neither should those with 
small busts. The new, slightly widened shoulders are great 
for those who are narrow at the top and wide at the hips. 
Wide shoulders need no pads and are great frames for 
the tubular dress. 
Beginners will have more satisfactory results if they 
concentrate on the “ easy-to-make” styles that every pat­ 
tern manufacturer creates. The more complicated “ special 
patterns” and designer styles should wait until handling 
material becomes second nature. 
Pattern books are full of entrancing new styles for fall 
and the long summer days offers plenty of daylight for 
sewing. There’s plenty of time to astound family and friends 
by stitching up a wardrobe for the coming season.

Pottstown 
borough 
officials 
now 
are 
conceding 
that 
an 
experiment begun some time 
ago—one 
which 
tested 
the 
willingness of motorists to obey 
the law in the absence of heavy 
penalties—has failed dismally. 
And because of the actions 
of 
a 
relative 
handful 
of 
motorists who ignored the law, 
officials said, borough streets 
are getting dirty, and staying 
dirty. 
So they’ve decided the only 
answer is 
to 
reinstitute 
the 
heavier 
penalties 
for 
not 
obeying 
one 
section 
of 
the 
parking ordinance. 
When members of borough 
council meet Monday night they 
will pass an amendment to the 
Pottstown 
parking 
ordinance. 
The amendment will raise the 
fine to $10 for motorists given 
tickets for parking in the path 
of the street sweeper. 
The fine was reduced to $1 
during the trial period, and the 
practice of towing away of­ 
fending cars was abandoned. 
The borough still won’t two 
away illegally parked vehicles 
because of technical difficulties. 


CHEAP WAY 
But the hike in the fine 5s 
designed 
to 
stamp 
out 
a 
practice by motorists who fee 
payment of a $1 fine is a cheap 
way to park a car overnight. 
The borough’s schedule for 
the 
street 
sweeper 
prohibits 
parking 
on 
streets 
in 
the 
downtown area twice a week 
from 3 a.m. until 6 a.m. 
And while it’s only a three- 
hour period, it effectively rules 
out parking there even earlier 
if the car owner wants to get 
a good night’s sleep. 
Purpose of the rule is to 
eliminate vehicles parked in the 
path of the sweeper, and a 
complete job can be done next 
to the curb. 
When a car is parked there 
the 
sweeper 
has 
to 
swing 
around it and the radius of the 
move is such that a distance 
of two full car lengths isn’t 
touched 
with 
the 
revolving 
brooms and the dirt remains. 
SERIOUS SITUATION 
In 
the 
view 
of 
several 
councilmen, 
the 
situation 
is 
becoming serious, especially on 
High 
Street, 
and 
a

statistic doesn’t do anything to 
relieve their anxiety. 
Police records show that at 
least 25 vehicles are parked in 
the path of the sweeper in the 
downtown area each time it 
goes out—and apparently the $1 
fines 
aren’t 
serving 
as

deterrent. 
It didn’t used to be that way. 
Few, if any cars were parked 
in the path of the sweeper, but 
that was 
when 
police 
were 
towing away offending cars and 
fining the owner $10 on top of 
the towing charges. 
It was the lack of violators

authorize the reduced penalty 
for the trial period. 
“ It’s really getting bad,” said 
one councilman, “ People pay no 
attention to the signs, so raising 
the fine is the only answer. 
“ Either we’ll have a cleaner

dish, but is just what its name

As recipe collectors hoarded 
scraps of paper with recipes 
scribbled 
on 
them 
over 
the 
years, 
the 
ingredients

slightly altered from cook to 
cook, but the basic ingredient, 
pretzels, still is there. 
MILK SOUP 
Pretzel soup is classified as 
a “ milk soup” in Pennsylvania 
Dutch lore. Another name for 
milk soup is “ poor man’s soup.” 
Soups in earlier days were 
most 
popular, 
because 
they 
could be used to “ stretch” a 
meal and could be made with 
practically anything in a far­ 
mer’s garden or pantry. 
The original Dutch recipe for 
p r e t z e l 
soup 
required 
2 
t a b l e s p o o n s of flour, 
2 
tablespoons of butter, 6 cups of 
milk, a dash of cayenne pepper, 


1 tablespoon of chopped parsley 
and 12 pretzels. 
A cook following the recipe 
would sift the flour and blend 
it with the butter over a low 
flame. 
Milk is to be added 
gradually

The raw egg and flour are 
beat together until the batter 
lumps.

The popcorn is divided into 
four large bowls and the soup 
is poured on top with a sprinkle 
of pepper.

MT. SHASTA, Calif. (AP) - 
The Rev. Douglas Smith spent 
Friday with his family after 
temporarily breaking off his 
! planned one-year antiwar vigil 
atop Mt. Shasta to rescue a 
I teen-ager who had climbed up 
I to visit him. 
After Smith led Bob Fitzger­ 
ald to safety Thursday evening 
from the fogbound peak in be­ 
low-freezing temperatures, the 
18-year-old youth said: “ Yeah, 
he saved my life, no doubt about 
it.” 
Ironically, only hours earlier 
the Mt. Shasta Chamber of 
Commerce urged that no public 
funds be spent rescuing Smith if 
he should run into trouble on the 
vigil started June 11 to protest 
the Indochina war. 
“ That really upset me,” the 
35-year-old Methodist minister 
said of the chamber action. 
“ It’ll probably turn out I as­ 
sist in several other rescues like 
this and they pass that kind of 
resolution,” 
Smith said he plans to make 
the four-hour trek back up the 
14,162- foot extinct volcano when 
the dense, bone - chilling fog 
clears, probably over the week­ 
end. 
Fitzgerald, of Pasadena, had 
set out up the mountain Thurs­ 
day morning and became separ­ 
ated from a companion in fog 
and walked to Smith’s snow 
cave.

Congressman-Priest Lives

The Vatican Council decree 


on the Pastoral O ffice of 


Bishops describes them as "the 


principal dispensers of the 


my steries of God," and reminds 


that one of their chief works is 


that of sanctify ing. They are 


also to set an ex ample in chari­ 


ty , humility and simplicity , and 


to "so hallow the churches en­ 


trusted to them that the feeling 


of the univ ersal Church of 


Christ may shine forth in them.” 


The decree points out that 


"Christ gav e the Apostles and 


their successors the command 


and the power to teach all na­ 


tions, to hallow men in the 


truth, and to feed them. Thus 


the Bishops hav e been made 


true and authentic teachers of 


the faith, pontiffs and pastors 


through the Holy Spirit who 


has been giv en to them.”
